2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited prior art either alone or in combination disclose a spinning reel machine having a 
plurality of mechanical rotatable reels in response to a wager and stopped to randomly 
place symbols in visual association with a display area, a video display providing a 
video image overlaying the reels and video image interacting with symbols on the reels.
